General Says 
Dissent Will 
Cost Lives 


NEW YORK (AP) — Gen. 
William 
C. 
W estm orland 
warned today that antiwar pro­ 
tests in the United States “ inev­ 
itably will cost lives” by en­ 
couraging a battered Commu­ 
nist enemy to push his aggres­ 
sion in Vietnam. 
“ The magnificent 
men and 
women I command in Vietnam 
have earned the unified support 
of the American people,” West­ 
moreland said. 
The four-star general gave 
his warning and unity appeal in 
a speech prepared for The Asso­ 
ciated Press annual meeting. 
The AP members met at the 
Waldorf-Astoria in the same 
city where opponents of U«S. 
involvement in Vietnam staged 
a massive demonstration nine 
days ago. 
Reviewing progress of the 
war, Westmoreland said “ the 
military picture is favorable,” 
but the enemy still is full of 
fight despite “ staggering com­ 
bat losses.” 
“ The end is not in sight,” said 
the Army general 
who leads 
439,000 American soldiers, Ma­ 
rines, Air Force men 
and 
sailors In Vietnam. 
“ I foresee, in the months 
ahead, some of the bitterest 
fighting of the war. 
“ But I have confidence in our 
battlefield capability. And I am 
confident of the support we and 
our allies will continue to re­ 
ceive from our President and 
from the Congress.” 
Sens. Charles H. Percy, R-IU., 
and Harry F . Byrd, D-Va., both 
called at the AP meeting for 
more combat troops in Vietnam 
from other Asian nations. 
But while Byrd, a strong sup­ 
porter of President Johnson's 
Vietnam policies, asked for in­ 
creased bombing of the North, 
Percy, a critic of present poli­ 
cies, said previous escalation 
hardened the enemy’s will to 
resist, increased casualties and 
alienated world opinion. 
It was evident that Westmore­ 
land is concerned that antiwar 
protests have given the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong ene­ 
my “ hope that he can win politi­ 
cally that which he cannot ac­ 
complish m ilitarily.”

point 
Westmoreland 
sought to get across to the 
American people through his 
speech to the AP meeting. 
Westmoreland put it this way: 
“ I am mindful that the military 
war in South Vietnam is, from 
the enemy’s point of view, only 
part of a protracted and care­ 
fully coordinated attack, waged 
in the international arena.

Russians 
Confirm 
Tragedy 


MOSCOW 
AP — Cosmonaut 
Vladimir Komarov plummeted 
to death from a height of more 
than four m iles when his space­ 
craft Soyuz 1 tried to land to­ 
day, the government announced. 
It was the first time either of 
the two space powers has re­ 
ported the death of an astronaut 
on an operation. 
Moscow radio said ropes of 
the parachute meant to ease the 
landing twisted, and the ship hit 
with great force, killing the 40- 
year-old veteran cosmonaut. 
Tass news 
agency said the 
spaceship had passed 
safely 
through the most difficult brak­ 
ing stretch in the dense layer of 
the atm osphere. 
“ However, when the 
main 
cupola of the parachute opened 
at an altitude of seven kilomet­ 
ers - 4.3 m iles — the straps of 
the parachute, according to pre­ 
liminary reports, got twisted 
and the spaceship descended at 
a great speed which resulted 
in 
Komarov’s 
death,” Tass 
added. 
Komarov, 40, on his second 
space venture, rode Soyuz Into 
orbit Sunday and amid specula­ 
tion another would be sent up tor 
an 
attempt 
to rendezvous. 
The first firm intimation that 
something 
might 
have 
gone 
wrong 
came when the govern­ 
ment 
newspaper Izvestia de­ 
layed its Monday evening edi­ 
tion without explanation. 
The 
official 
announcement 
said Komarov had completed all 
missions 
successfully before 
the accident. 
He will be given a hero's buri­ 
al in Red Square. 
Komarov's death raised spec­ 
ulation whether the Soviet race 
to the moon with the United 
States would he hampered. 
The fiery death of three U«S. 
astronauts in an Apollo space 
capsule on the launching pad of 
Cape Kennedy Jan. 27 has set 
back the American program. 
The veteran Komarov, a colo­ 
nel, was the pilot of the Voskhod 
1, the first three • man space­ 
craft to go aloft in October 1964. 
He was the first Russian to go 
into space twice. 
During a television broadcast 
the screen was occupied by a 
portrait — trim m ed in black — 
of the cosmonaut in uniform. 
This was the same photograph 
which — without the black trim 
— was carried in special edi­ 
tions of Soviet newspapers Sun­ 
day when the Soyuz flight was 
hailed as a triumph. 
Soviet news media said the 
cosmonaut died today but did 
not give the exact time of the 
accident nor where this had tak­ 
en place. 
It had been predicted in un­ 
confirmed reports that the So­ 
yuz 1 flight would last up to ft 
week. The death announcements 
Indicated it was meant to end 
today and everything went all 
right until the last moments. 
There had been speculation 
that a linkup of Komarov with a 
second spaceship would be a

Because United States troops are there, this 
country should persist in the Vietnam struggle 
until this nation’s objective of winning freedom 
for the South Vietnamese is attained. 
The war may be long and costly. 
Before the United States enters another war 
elsewhere in the world it should examine more 
carefully the prospects of victory from other 
standpoints than military. 
Vietnam is remote and 
a difficult place in 
which to fight. The terrain is suited to guerrilla 
warfare, which while familiar to Americans, 
isn ’t the best adapted to use of this nation’s 
military superiority in weapons.

There were a suc­ 
cession of changes. 
This makes diplomacy 
almost futile. 
Cuba would have been a much better place 
to have fought the Communists.

to provide illumination. Mechanics at Kennedy 
International A irport cannibalized an 
auto 
battery and headlights to set up an emergency 
heating system . 
In the streets, the long lines 
of autos provided the only lights. 
If you are driving on an illuminated urban 
expressway when a blackout strik es, slow down 
to 50 m iles an hour, and keep right on rolling. 
On ru ral roads which are not illuminated, you 
may never even notice that a power failure 
has struck. 
On city and suburban streets, you will find 
that the failure of traffic signals will almost 
inevitably cause confusion. 
T reat a non­ 
functioning traffic light as if it were a stop 
sign and you will help avoid accidents. 
Stay on the 
better roads, where 
reflective 
traffic signs and markings will help you find 
your way through the darkness. 
These play a 
key role in keeping the highways usable when 
power is shut down. 
If a power failure strikes during a cold spell, 
the tem perature of your home may drop to an 
uncomfortable degree. Nearly all central heating 
system s depend on electrical power for con­ 
tro ls. To stay warm , you can bundle the family 
into the car and depend on its heater to keep 
you warm . 
But rem em ber to do this outside, 
not in the garage, so deadly fumes can’t build 
up - it’s also a good idea to keep the ventilator 
open a crack.

to dazzle us with 
a look at the glorious future,1’ 
as a sober effort to 
antici­ 
pate the problems the A m eri­ 
can economy may run into. We 
hope it will be widely 
read, 
but we also hope that it will 
be read warily and critically. 
There are some loose ends in 
the analysis, and 
some con­ 
tradictions, which could m is­ 
lead those who will be respon­ 
sible 
for determining the na­ 
tion’s economic policies. 
The first part of the 
study 


presents numerical estim ates 
of the gross national 
product 
and 
its 
major 
components 
for 1970 
and 1975. 
It is ex­ 
plained that these are offered 
as 
“ projections", 
not 
as 
“ forecasts." The point is that 
these 
projections themselves 
indicate the 
development 
of 
certain imbalances in the eco­ 
nomy — imbalances which will 
make it impossible for things 
to happen that way. 
The 
conclusions of this part 
of the study are summed up as 
follows: “ It is quite apparent 
that if the past 
relationships 
continued 
into the future they 
indicated a tendency for 
the 
economy to reach 
investment 
levels 
that were 
completely 
unsustainable 
for 
any 
long 
period of time and, at the same 
time, a tendency for large Fed­ 
eral surpluses 
to act as 
an 
impediment to maximum eco­ 
nomic perform ance." 
Loosely translated, this seems 
to be telling us that, 
unless 
we do something about them, we 
will have two big problems in 
coming years: too much private 
spending 
on plant and equip­ 
m ent andvteplitqp spending 
by tbe federal government 
to 
match its revenues. 
With 
all respect to the staff 
experts 
who 
prepared 
this 
study, we doubt that these will 
be the major problems of the 
next decade. 
The country 
is 
more likely to be concerned 
with the 
opposition kinds of 
difficulty: an insufficiency of 
productive 
capacity to 
meet 
all our needs and desires; and 
a tendency for federal spend­ 
ing to rise too fast. 


The conclusion regarding the 
excessive level of private in­ 
vestment is the 
result of 
a 
peculiarity in the 
statistical 
procedure. 
The 
total 
gross 
national product inl975 is com­ 
puted 
by the 
projection 
of 
past trends. 
And the future 
level of all the 
major 
com­ 
ponents of the GNP, 
except 
investment, is projected in the 
same way. The 1975 projection 
for investment expenditures is 
then figured as the difference 
between the whole and the sum 
of its 
remaining arts. 
This 
procedure made it certain that 
any imbalances would appear 
to be concentrated in the area 
of investment outlays. We hope 
that readers of the study will 
be aware of this 
inescapable 
effect of the choice of sta tis­ 
tical techniques. 
As for the 
alleged tendency 
for the federal government to 
run into substantial surpluses, 
there is of course an easy so­ 
lution to that problem. Taxes 
can be 
reduced and the tax­ 
payers of the country allowed 
to spend the money for them ­ 
selves. 
At one point in the 
study a 
thought 
is 
thrown 
in which 
seem s to contradict the p re­ 
vious conclusion regarding ex­ 
cessive investment.

after junior officers 
had kept a “ Captain’s Madness 
Log” on him. 
The case could become as in­ 
triguing 
as Herman Wouk’s 
celebrated novel. It involves the 
sensitive 
relations between a 
commander and his men in war­ 
time; charges by them that he 
required Catholic officers to 
attend protestant religious se r­ 
vices and declared candy unfit 
in order to feed it to Vietnamese 
children; together with charges 
by him that he had to transfer 
the Vance from a pleasure ship 
to a war ship. 
Commander 
A m heiter's 
“ relief for cause” has 
now 
been 
reviewed 
by Rear Ad­ 
miral Walter M. Baumberger, 
form er 
commander 
of the 
cruiser 
destroyer force in the 
Pacific, and has been filed for 
“ for 
official use only.” This 
column, however,’ has examined 
Baumberger's review, together 
with other 
summaries of the 
case, and can report 
on

principal charges against Arn­ 
heiter which his junior officers

1. Opening fire on shore ta r­

2. Arming a pleasure speed­ 
boat 
with a 
machlnegun and 
using it to draw 
enemy fire, 
thus enabling the Vance to spot 
gun emplacements. 
While he 
had indeed armed the speed­ 
boat and had used it to board 
suspicious 
Junks, the charge 
that he had used it as a decoy 
was found to be “ completely 
without credible foundations.” 
3. Temporarily abandoning 
the ship’s whale boat at night 


to pursue 
three unidentified 
junks, 
which he later towed 
back to the area where 
the 
whale boat had been left. Con­ 
cluded Admiral Baumberger: 
“ Since the mission of Vance 
included 
pursuit and search 
of 
unidentified craft 
in its 
area, the evidence 
of record 
does not indicate that Vance's 
departure from its whale boat 
in this instance 
was 
im­ 
proper.” 


4. Giving canned milk, fruit 
juices, 
and bread 
out of the

gees and declaring candy “ un­ 
fit for use” in order to dis­ 
tribute it among the children. 
Declared Admiral Baumberger:

surveying the candy 
as *unfit for use’ was

Arn­ 
heiter that food and candy be 
provided 
under the 
circum­ 
stances was justified and should 
not be made the subject 
of 
censure.” 
5. Arnheiter violated 
navy 
rules by bringing liquor 
on 
board ship in the form of sher­ 
ry that was poured over various 
desserts and Christmas eggnog 
that was “ obviously spiked.” 
The 
investigation 
found that, 
other 
than 
the 
spiked egg­ 
nog, no alcohol 
was brought 
aboard 
for 
beverage pur­ 
poses and that the use of sher­ 
ry on 
gourmet dishes “ up­ 
graded the etiquette and tastes 
of the wardroom officers.” 
6. 
Saving himself $1.85 by 
changing the accounting system 
for the officers' mess. Ad­ 
miral Baumberger found: “ The 
circumstances 
described do 
not indicate that the command­ 
ing officer was motivated in 
this Instance by a desire 
to 
save himself $1.85.” 
7. Operating a “ boner box,” 
Into which officers were obliged 
to deposit 
25 cents for each 
minor 
infraction. Some $30 
was collected, which was used to 
buy cigars for the officers. In 
this case, Baumberger agreed 
that the “ boner box” should 
have been discontinued 
If it 
was resented by the officers.

Hoffa Sets Strategy for Free­ 
dom in May Or Big Push for 
Presidential Pardon 
Washington, D.C.: — If Jim­ 
my Hoffa ever changes the pen 
for a quill, he might dub his 
requiem for a labor leader 
“ Once Upon a M attress.” He 
is skilled now at making bed­ 
ding. After a few days in the 
shoes section of Lewisburg's 
penitentiary, he was shifted to 
softer goods. 
But

whistles 
while

works. He’s a model prisoner. 
He’s doing his pushups and hold­ 
ing up far better than his for­ 
mer Team sters national vice- 
president and prison partner, 
Anthony (Tough Tony) Proven- 
zano, who is desperately ill af­ 
ter surgery and down to 144 
pounds.

Barbecue 
Time Arrivés

KENNETT — The time has ar­ 
rived for barbecuing spare - 
ribs, chicken or even 
fresh 
ham. Naturally you will select 
a quiet, non-stormy day and 
proper equipment for the oc­ 
casions. Grills selected from 
the Inexpensive 
bracket 
or 
block constructed ones serve 
the purpose when only the meat 
is being prepared outside. In­ 
structions for making the above 
ground barbecue pit for family 
and large group sizes are ob­ 
tainable In your University Ex­ 
tension Center, folder No. 23 - 
Chicken Barbecue. 
Some of the smaller 
equip­ 
ment necessary for doing satis­ 
factory 
cooking are basting 
mops or brushes, 
barbecue 
sauce containers, tongs, rub­ 
ber coated gloves, water con­ 
tainer, and rake or hoe. 
When the fuel is started in 
the grill, use gravel, 
chat, 
sand, or foil in the bottom to 
protect it from fire. Low heat 
barbecues chicken well just as 
a low oven temperature roasts 
a fowl to be plump and Juicy. 
A maximum height of the grUl 
usually puts the food in 
the 
range of low heat. Allow 1 1/4 
to 1 1/2 
hours over low or 
moderate heat for a 2 or 2 1/2 
pound bird. If you do not have 
a spit, turn the chicken about 
every 
5 
minutes and baste. 
Baste each time the chicken is 
turned. Plan to refrain from 
using a fork in the roasted fowl. 
This causes a loss of flavor and 
juice. 
How to 
test the 
meat for 
doneness? Give the drumstick 
a twist; if it turns easily, the 
chicken is ready to serve. 
To make your sauce, mix 2 
1/2 cups 
vinegar, 1/2 cup 
water, 
1 1/2 sticks butter or 
margarine, 2 tablespoons salt 
and 2 teaspoons black pepper for 
the beginning sauce. Baste with 
this mixture the first 50 to 60 
minutes. 
To prepare the finishing sauce, 
combine these ingredients: 1/4 
lb. butter, 1/2 onion or onion 
juice as directed, 1/2 
bottle 
prepared barbecue sauce, 
2 
tablespoons 
vinegar, 
1 1/2 
tablespoons brown sugar, and 
1 1/2 
teaspoons Worcester­ 
shire sauce. 
Plan to bake the starchy ve­ 
getables on the grill using foil. 
This may be corn on the cob, 
Irish and sweet potatoes, and 
serve a fruit salad or tossed 
one with your favorite 
bev­ 
erage. 
Take a chance 
on a 
fruit juice, drink, or milk for 
the children; ice and color for 
eye appeal.

Mix

“ Ten Most Wanted Fugitives.” 
A federal warrant issued at 
Bethesda, Md., on February 
13, 1967, charges him with un­ 
lawful interstate flight to avoid 
prosecution for kidnaping. 
Dorman and an accomplice, 
Clyde Edward Laws, allegedly 
robbed a Wheaton, Md., super­ 
market of some $1,500 on the 
night of February 8, 1967 and 
while fleeing in a getaway car 
i>ecame involved in a gun battle 
with Montgomery County, Md., 
police 
officers 
who stopped 
them for questioning. During 
an exchange of shots, one offi­ 
cer was seriously wounded in 
the stomach and Dorman's ac­ 
complice was believed wounded 
in 
the thigh. The two alleged 
robbers 
later commandeered 
a car driven by a soldier, held 
him as hostage and drove 
to 
an amusement 
park 
where 
the soldier 
was released. His 
car 
was abandoned 
a short 
time later, but the fugitives 
iiave continued their flight. 
Dorman 
reportedly arrived 
from California 
just three 
days 
before the holdup and 
was met at the airport 
by

House bill 573, which would 
provide for the sale of mixed 
drinks at resorts was fiercly 
contested and defeated 
Mon­ 
day, but Thursday was

considered and put back on the 
calendar. So we are not done 
with it yet. This bill is unac­ 
ceptable in its present form 
because it is class legislation, 
allowing for only large and 
relatively select resorts 
to 
qualify. 
House bill 434 was passed. 
It increases 
the authority of 
police in performance of du­ 
ties. It would allow a police of­ 
ficer in misdemeanor crimes 
to arrest anyone who he has

reasonable grounds to believe 
has committed a crime. This 
power is at present available 
only when a felony is involved.

House Bill 108 
which was 
the bill abolishing capital pun­ 
ishment was stricken from the 
calendar when it was apparant 
that its defeat was impending. 
House bill 147, called 
the 
dirty linen bill, was 
per­ 
fected. It allows any firm or 
eorporation engaged in 
the 
business 
of supplying gar­ 
ments, towels, etc., to adopt a 
word or trade mark and regis­ 
ter it in the county, which would 
be used exclusively for identifi­ 
cation of the owned garment or 
linen. This is similar to the 
branding law used in the west 
to 
identify cattle, which pro­ 
vided for legislation of brands. 
House bill 280 was perfected 
which increases slightly pro­ 
visions of the workmen’s com­ 
pensation law. 
Of course, the big issue this 
week was the governor’s toll 
road 
bill. More debate was 
used on this bill than any oth­ 
er 
this year. A day and a half 
of constant struggling has still 
not resolved the house in rela­ 
tion to this bill. I feel this bill 
will pass as it is much needed 
in Missouri, but there will be 
many more hours of work to do 
before final passage. 


How lo Care 


For Spectacles 


WASHINGTON — Ninety - two 
out of ninety - three; million 
Americans 
who wear eye­ 
glasses don't care 
for them 
properly. 
This does not mean that the 
same 1,000,000 wearers 
do 
everything right every 
day, 
according to the Guild of Pre­ 
scription Opticians of America, 
Inc. 
What it does mean is that pro­ 
bably no more than 1,000,000 
get through any one day without 
doing something wrong that has 
a bad effect on the glasses, or 
impairs the comfort the wearer 
has a right to expect from his 
glasses. 
Eyeglasses should be cleaned 
daily, the Guild said. Yet how 
many wearers do that. And the 
eyeglass case should be free of 
dirt and dust. 
Eyeglasses never 
should be 
lifted off the face by one temple 
only. Use both hands to remove 
the spectacles; otherwise the 
alignment may be affected. 
The optician always cleans the 
glass with a liquid. He never 
rubs the dry lens with 
cloth 
or soft paper. This is doubly 
true with plastic lenses. 
Something else not to do is lay 
your glasses face down. This 
also could scratch the lenses. 
Nor should an eyeglass wearer 
let another person try 
them 
on. The risk is that the frame 
will be distorted, and an adjust­ 
ment 
will be necessary to 
i realign them. 
Don’t chew on the frame. Many 
people have a habit of removing 
their glasses and sticking the 
tip of the ear piece in their 
mouth. 
Most frames are plastic. Home 
experts who try to adjust them 
with hot water or over a hot 
flame may live to repent.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gen. 
William

Westmoreland 
warned today that antiwar pro­ 
tests in the United States "inev­ 
itably will cost lives" by en­ 
couraging a battered Commu­ 
nist enemy to push his aggres­ 
sion in Vietnam. 
"The magnificent men and 
women I command in Vietnam 
have earned the unified support 
of the American people," West­ 
moreland said. 
The four-star general gave 
his warning and unity appeal in 
a speech prepared for The Asso­ 
ciated Press annual meeting. 
The AP members met at the 
Waldorf-Astoria in the same 
city where opponents of U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam staged 
a massive demonstration nine 
days ago. 
Reviewing progress of the 
war, Westmoreland said "the 
military picture is favorable," 
but the enemy still is full of 
fight despite "staggering com­ 
bat losses."

MOSCOW AP •• Cosmonaut 
Vladimir Komarov plummeted 
to death from a height of more 
than four miles when his space­ 
craft Soyuz I tried to land to­ 
day, the government announced.

Moscow radio said ropes of 
the parachute meant to ease the 
landing twisted, and the ship hit 
with great force, killing the 40- 
year-old veteran cosmonaut.

Because United States troops are there, this 
country should persist in the Vietnam struggle 
until this nation’s objective of winning freedom 
for the South Vietnamese is attained. 
The war may be long and costly.

major power failure, whether caused by human 
error or disaster, the family auto was the first 
line of defense for most people. 
It may come as a surprise, but the nation’s 
millions of cars, trucks and buses add up to 
our biggest power resource, with a combined 
total of 13.5 billion horsepower, as compared 
wr h only 287 million horsepower for all central 
electrical-generating stations. 
The auto is a power package that is 
self- 
contained and mobile, which can generate elec­ 
tric power, heat and light. 
During the Big Blackout in New York, autos 
were virtually the only form of transportation 


that kept roiling, in spite of massive jams 
caused largely by the failure of electrically- 
operated traffic signals. 
At Penn Station, 
an auto was rolled into the main waiting room 
to provide illumination. Mechanics at Kennedy 
International Airport cannibalized an 
auto 
battery and headlights to set up an emergency 
heating system. 
In the streets, the long lines 
of autos provided the only lights. 
If you are driving on an illuminated urban 
expressway when a blackout strikes, slow down 
to 50 miles an hour, and keep right on rolling. 
On rural roads which are not illuminated, you 
may never even notice that a power failure 
has struck. 
On city and suburban streets, you will find 
that the failure of traffic signals will almost 
inevitably cause confusion. 
Treat a non­ 
functioning traffic light as if it were a stop 
sign and you will help avoid accidents. 
Stay on the 
better roads, where 
reflective 
traffic signs and markings will help you find 
your way through the darkness. 
1'hese play a 
key role in keeping the highways usable when 
power is shut down. 
If a power failure strikes during a cold spell, 
the temperature of your home may drop to an 
uncomfortable degree. Nearly all central heating 
systems depend on electrical power for con­ 
trols. To stay warm, you can bundle the family 
into the car and depend on its heater to keep 
you warm. 
But remember to do this outside, 
not in the garage, so deadly fumes can’t build 
up - it’s also a good idea to keep the ventilator 
open a crack.

There are some loose ends in 
the analysis, and 
some con­ 
tradictions, which could m is­ 
lead those who will be respon­

components 
for 1970 
and 1975. 
It is ex­ 
plained that these are offered 
as 
“ projections” , 
not 
as 
“ forecasts.” The point is that

projections themselves

The 1975 projection 
for investment expenditures is 
then figured as the difference 
between the whole and the sum

procedure made it certain that 
any imbalances would appear 
to be concentrated in the area 
of investment outlays. We hope 
that readers of the study will 
be aware of this

WASHINGTON - The navy is 
carefully 
sitting on all details 
regarding the “ Caine Mutiny” 
aboard the U. S. S. Vance 
in 
Vietnamese waters which 
re­ 
sulted in the removal of Com­ 
mander 
Marcus Arnheiter as 
skipper 
after junior officers 
had kept a “ Captain’s Madness 
Log” on him. 
The case could become as in­ 
triguing 
as Herman Wouk’s 
celebrated novel. It involves the 
sensitive 
relations lietween a 
commander and his men in war­ 
time; charges by them that he 
required Catholic officers to 
attend protestant religious ser­ 
vices and declared candy unfit 
in order to feed it to Vietnamese 
children; together with charges 
by him that he had to transfer 
the Vance from a pleasure ship 
to a war ship. 
Commander 
Arnheiter’s 
“ relief for cause’' has 
now 
been 
reviewed 
by Rear Ad­ 
miral Walter M. Baumberger, 
form er 
commander 
of the 
cruiser 
destroyer force in the 
Pacific, and lias been filed for 
“ for 
official use only.” This 
column, however,' has examined 
Baumberger’s review, together 
with other 
summaries of the 
case, and can report 
on 
the 
principal charges against Am- 
heiter which his junior officers 
considered to be evidence 
of 
madness. 


1. Opening fire on shore tar­ 
gets without 
“a preplanned 
fire 
mission” in violation of 
combat 
directives. Admiral 
Baumberger 
acknowledged 
that, on at least one occasion, 
the Vance’s 
shore bombard­ 
ment 
“ did not fall strictly 
within 
the rules of 
engage­ 
ment.” 
2. Arming a pleasure speed­ 
boat 
with a 
rnachinegun and 
using it to draw 
enemy fire, 
thus enabling the Vance to spot 
gun emplacements. 
While he 
had Indeed armed the speed­ 
boat and had used it to board 
suspicious 
junks, the charge 
that he had used it as a decoy 
was found 
to be “ completely 
without credible foundations.” 
3. Temporarily 
abandoning 
the ship’s whale boat at night 


to pursue 
three unidentified 
junks, 
which he later towed 
back to the area where 
the 
whale boat had been left. Con­ 
cluded 
Admiral Baumberger: 
“ Since the mission of Vance 
included 
pursuit and search 
of 
unidentified 
craft 
in its 
area, the evidence 
of record 
does not indicate that Vance’s 
departure from its whale boat 
in this instance 
was 
im­ 
proper.” 


4. Giving canned milk, fruit 
juices, 
and bread 
out of the 
ship’s 
stores to hungry refu­ 
gees and declaring candy “ un­ 
fit for use” in order to dis­ 
tribute it among the children. 
Declared Admiral Baumberger: 
“ While 
surveying the candy 
as *unfit for use’ was 
im­ 
proper, 
the 
insistence 
by 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Arn­ 
heiter that food and 
candy be 
provided 
under the 
circum­ 
stances was justified and should 
not be made the subject 
of 
censure.” 
5. Arnheiter violated 
navy 
rules by bringing 
liquor 
on 
board ship in the form of sher­ 
ry that was poured over various 
desserts and Christmas eggnog 
that was “ obviously spiked.” 
The 
investigation 
found that, 
other 
than 
the 
spiked egg­ 
nog, no alcohol 
was brought 
aboard 
for 
beverage pur­ 
poses and that the use of sher­ 
ry on 
gourmet dishes “ up­ 
graded the etiquette and tastes 
of the wardroom officers.” 
6. 
Saving himself $1.85 by 
changing the accounting system 
for the officers’ mess. Ad­ 
miral Baumberger found: “ The 
circumstances 
described 
do 
not indicate that the command­ 
ing 
officer was motivated In 
this instance by a desire 
to 
save himself $1.85.” 
7. Operating a “ boner box,” 
into which officers were obliged 
to deposit 
25 cents for each 
minor 
Infraction. Some $30 
was collected, which was used to 
buy 
cigars for the officers. In 
this case, Baumberger agreed 
Uutl the “ boner box’* should 
have been discontinued 
if 
it 
was resented by the officers. 
Baumberger 
acknowledged 


that 
Arnheiter “ exhibited 
a 
lack of tact and good judgment 
in 
his 
attempt 
to achieve 
commendable goals” and that 
“ many of his methods 
were 
not understood 
and, thus, not 
supported 
by some of his sub­ 
ordinates.” 
The 
admiral recommended 
that 
Arnheiter 
not be 
re­ 
turned to the Vance 
but 
be 
given command of another des­ 
troyer “ to provide 
an oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
reassessm ent 
of 
his abilities.” 
However, two 
other adm irals, 
Thomas 
S. 
King, Jr., commander of the 
cruiser destroyer 
Flotilla II 
and Donald G. Irvine, who suc­ 
ceeded 
King, had previously 
relieved Arnheiter 
on 
t h e 
ground 
that 
the 
allegations 
against him, if true, would have 
impared 
the safety of his ship 
in combat. 
Since 
the navy first had to 
choose 
between 
supporting 
Arnheiter, a 
lieutenant com­ 
mander, or two adm irals, the 
navy backed the admirals; and 
when 
Admiral 
Baumberger 
came along with his subsequent 
findings, 
which contradicted 
the other tw oadm irals, he was 
overruled. As the record now 
stands, Arnheiter was relieved 
for “ gross lack of good judg­ 
ment and lack of ability 
to 
command 
and 
lead people.”

Hoffa Sets Strategy for Free­ 
dom in May Or Big Push for 
Presidential Pardon 
Washington, D.C.: •« If Jim­ 
my Hoffa ever changes the pen 
for a quill, he might dub his 
requiem for a labor leader 
“ Once Upon a M attress.” He 
is skilled now at making bed­ 
ding. 
After a few days in the 
shoes section of Lewisburg’s 
penitentiary, he was shifted to 
softer goods. 
But 
he 
whistles 
while 
he 
works. He’s a model prisoner. 
He’s doing his pushups and hold­ 
ing up far better than his for­ 
mer Team sters national vice- 
president and prison partner, 
Anthony (Tough Tony) Proven- 
zano, who is desperately ill af­ 
ter surgery and down to 144 
pounds. 
“ Pro” went in for 
extortion, though at the time 
he was the world’s highest paid 
labor official (about $140,000 
annually). 
Hoffa is buoyed because he’s 
convinced he’ll go free on or 
about May 8 — when he appears 
in the Chattanooga federal court 
on an evidentiary hearing for a 
new trial. 
Hoffa, it is reported, expects 
the government to confess. 
There are 57 pages of affi­ 
davits before Judge Frank Wil­ 
son’s court contending that the 
government, in general - and 
Bob Kennedy’s special Hoffa- 
desk chief, Walter Sheridan, in 
particular - bugged Hoffa with 
wiretaps and electronic gadge- 
try. 
It is Hoffa’s belief, after talk­ 
ing to two lawyers and his fam­ 
ily (there was also a tax spec­ 
ialist), that Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark will order 
the 
Justice Dept, men to walk to the 
bench and admit illegally tap­ 
ping the Team sters’ General 
President. 
This 
would force even the 
truly Olympian objectivity out 
of Judge Wilson — and a new 
trial would be ordered. 
Mr. 
Clark has done just that in 
other cases. 
His tenure has 
been one long series of retro­ 
active 
confessions 
involving 
his predecessors. 
Should this not happen Hoffa 
would still whistle over his mat­ 
tresses or whatever other P ris­ 
on Industries* job slots into 
which his talents lead him. 
He reasons thus: 
The big push to free him will 
roll after the 1968 presidential 
election. 
He expects nation­ 
wide mass meetings to agitate 
for a presidential pardon but 
will settle for a commuted sen­ 
tence. 
At the moment he knows he’s 
too Siwt to handle, it was tried. 
There was contact with the Jus­ 
tice Dept, and the Bureau of 
Prisons in an effort to shift 


him from the maximum secur­ 
ity penitentiary at Lewisburg 
to a freer federal correction­ 
al institution such as the ones 
at Milan, Mich., or Danbury, 
Conn. 
There he would have 
found sm aller dorms and “ cot­ 
tage type” arrangem ents. 
He 
could liave had many more vis­ 
itors and greater freedom - 
no walls, just fences. 
But no' one would touch the 
“ contract.” 
So it was decided to wait un­ 
til 1969 — not so long at that 
and certainly within ample time 
to 
retake 
the truck-drivers* 
marble mansion near the liill 
here. The Team sters’ next na­ 
tional convention is not due un­ 
til 1971. 


Then the campaign would start 
in the echo of the presidential 
election’s last hurrah, no mat­ 
ter which party won. 
Of course, Hoffa wants a pres­ 
idential pardon. 
This 
would 
restore all the civil rights to 
him. 
Barring 
that, 
there 
would be mass meetings de­ 
manding his sentence be com­ 
muted. 
By that time he will 
have been in prison, if he’s not 
freed 
May 
8, 
almost 
two 
years — all on good behavior. 
Certainly he will have strong 
labor support. 
Certainly 
it 
will come from the AFL-CIO 
building 
and 
construction 
trades. The Team sters may 
well be back into the mother 
federation by that time. 
So 
the drive would appear to be a 
demand by the nation’s labor 
movement 
seeking 
his free­ 
dom. 
hi retrospect all his con­ 
nections and convictions will 
appear obscure. 
It would be 
difficult for anyone to cry out 
for his imprisonment into the 
next decade. 
During all this time, there­ 
fore, he would retain his hold 
on 
the 
Team sters. 
Frank 
“ Fitz” Fitzsimmons has come 
through the master freight con­ 
tract negotiations as a color­ 
less, but cool, 
steady, 
sta­ 
bilized garden - variety labor 
leader. He’ll make a good care­ 
taker. 
So it all rests on him now. 
How will he use the tough, un­ 
beatable 
presidential powers 
“ Jimmy” lent him? Will Fitz

Without answers, the Team­ 
sters inner political picture i$ 
distorted like reflections in ftm* 
house m irrors.

error or disaster, the family auto was the first 
line of defense for most people. 
it may come as a surprise, but the nation’s 
millions of cars, trucks and buses add up to 
our biggest jiower resource, with a combined 
total of 13,5 billion horsepower, as compared 
wr h only 287 million horsepower for all central 
electrical-generating stations. 
The auto is a power package that is 
self- 
contained and mobile, which can generate elec­ 
tric power, heat and light. 
luring the Rig Blackout in New York, autos 
wert! virtually the only form of transportation 


that kept rolling, in spite of massive jams 
caused largely by the failure of electrically- 
operated traffic signals. 
At Penn Station, 
an auto was rolled into the main waiting room 
to provide illumination. Mechanics at Kennedy 
International Airport cannibalized an 
auto 
battery and headlights to set up an emergency 
heating system. 
In the streets, the long lines 
of autos provided the only lights. 
If you are driving on an illuminated urban 
expressway when a blackout strikes, slow' down 
to 50 miles an hour, and keep right on rolling. 
On rural roads which are not illuminated, you 
may never even notice that a power failure 
has struck. 
On city and suburban streets, you will find 
that the failure of traffic signals will almost 
inevitably cause confusion. 
Treat a non­ 
functioning traffic light as if it were a stop 
sign and you will help avoid accidents. 
Stay on the 
better roads, where 
reflective 
traffic signs and markings will help you find 
your way through the darkness. 
These play a 
key role in keeping the highways usable when 
power is shut down. 
If a power failure strikes during a cold spell, 
the temperature of your home may drop to an 
uncomfortable degree. Nearly all central heating 
systems depend on electrical power for con­ 
trols. To stay warm, you can bundle the family 
into the car and depend on its heater to keep 
you warm. 
But remember to do this outside, 
not in the garage, so deadly fumes can’t build 
up - if s also a good idea to keep the ventilator 
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open a crack.

Economic Com­ 
mittee of Congress has Just 
made public 
a staff study on 
“ U.S. 
Economic 
Growth to 
1975; 
Potentials and 
Prob­ 
lems.” This 
is not so much 
an attempt 
to dazzle us with 
a look at the glorious future,' 
as a sober effort to antlci-*' 
pate the problems the Ameri­ 
can economy may run into. We 
hope it will be widely read, 
but we also hope that it will 
be read warily and critically. 
There are some loose ends in 
the analysis, and some con­ 
tradictions, which could m is­ 
lead those who will be respon­ 
sible 
for determining the na­ 
tion's economic policies. 
The first part of the 
study 


presents numerical estimates 
of the gross national 
product 
and 
its 
major 
components 
for 1970 ami 1975. 
It is ex­ 
plained that these are offered 
as 
“ projections” , 
not as 
“ forecasts.” The point is that 
these 
projections themselves 
indicate the 
development 
of 
certain imbalances in the eco­ 
nomy — imbalances which will 
make It impossible for things 
to happen that way. 
The 
conclusions of this part 
of the study are summed up as 
follows: “ It is quite apparent | 
that if the past 
relationships 
continued Into the future they 
indicated a tendency for the 
economy to reach 
investment 
levels 
that were 
completely 
unsustainable 
for any long 
period of time and, at the same 
time, a tendency for large Fed­ 
eral surpluses to act as an 
impediment to maximum eco­ 
nomic performance.” 
Loosely translated, this seems 
to be telling us that, 
unless 
we do something about them, we 
will have two big problems in 
coming years: too much private 
spending on plant and equip­ 
m ent andjpp little spending 
by the federal government to 
match its revenues. 
With all respect to the staff 
experts 
who prepared this 
study, we doubt that these will 
be the major problems of the 
next decade. 
The country 
is 
more likely to be concerned 
with the 
opposition kinds of 
difficulty: an insufficiency of 
productive 
capacity to meet 
all our needs and desires; and 
a tendency for federal spend­ 
ing to rise too fast. 


The conclusion regarding the 
excessive level of private in­ 
vestment is the 
result of a 
peculiarity in the 
statistical 
procedure. 
The total 
gross 
national product in 1975 is com­ 
puted 
by the projection 
of 
past trends. 
And the future 
level of all the 
major com­ 
ponents of the GNP, 
except 
investment, is projected in the 
same way. The 1975 projection 
for investment expenditures is 
then figured as the difference 
between the whole and the sum 
of its 
remaining arts. 
This 
procedure made it certain that 
any imbalances would appear 
to be concentrated in the area 
of investment outlays. We hope 
that readers of the study will 
be aware of this inescapable 
effect of the choice of statis­ 
tical techniques. 
As for the 
alleged tendency 
for the federal government to 
run into substantial surpluses, 
there is of course an easy so­ 
lution to that problem. Taxes 
can be 
reduced and the tax­ 
payers of the country allowed 
to spend the money for them­ 
selves. 
At one point in the 
study a

OBJECT 
The United states has long 
been blessed with 
the most 
progressive, efficient and gen­ 
erous physician's

Z. Appel, M. D., President of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion.

than that of making 
money. 
If it so happens that the prin­ 
ciples of service and altru­ 
ism help him toward that goal, 
so much the better. 
Most people have a different 
attitude toward the 
medical 
profession, Dr. Appel asserted. 
Even 
though they may never 
have seen or read any code of 
medical ethics, they are sur­ 
prisingly sensitive to the basic 
principle of service to hu­ 
manity. 
Business and industry, where 
they are not already doing so, 
might well emulate the code of 
ethics referred toby Dr. Appel, 
in their contacts with the public.

WASHINGTON - The navy is 
carefully sitting on all details 
regarding the "Caine Mutiny" 
aboard the U. S. S. Vance 
in 
Vietnamese waters which 
re­ 
sulted in the removal of Com­ 
mander 
Marcus Arnheiter as 
skipper 
after junior officers 
had kept a "Captain's Madness 
Log** on him. 
The case could become as in­ 
triguing 
as Herman Wouk's 
celebrated novel. It involves the 
sensitive 
relations between a 
commander and his men in war- 
time; charges by them that he 
required Catholic officers to 
attend protestant religious ser­ 
vices and declared candy unlit 
in order to feed it to Vietnamese 
children; together with charges 
by him that he had to transfer 
toe Vance from a pleasure ship 
to a war ship. 
Commander 
Amheiter's 
"relief for cause'* has 
now 
been 
reviewed by Rear Ad­ 
miral Walter M. Baumberger, 
former 
commander of the 
cruiser destroyer force In the 
Pacific, and has been filed for 
“ for official use only.'* This 
column, however,' has examined 
Baumberger's review, together 
with other 
summaries of the 
case, and can report on the 
principal charges against Arn­ 
heiter which his junior officers 
considered to be evidence 
of 
madness. 


1. Opening fire on shore tar­ 
gets without 
"a preplanned 
fire 
mission** in violation of 
combat 
directives. Admiral 
Baumberger 
acknowledged 
that, on at least one occasion, 
the Vance's 
shore bombard­ 
ment 
"did not fall strictly 
within 
the rules of engage­ 
ment." 
2. Arming a pleasure speed­ 
boat 
with a 
machinegun and 
using it to draw 
enemy fire, 
thus enabling the Vance to spot 
gun emplacements. 
While he 
bud indeed armed the speed­ 
boat and had used it to board 
suspicious 
junks, the charge 
that he had used it as a decoy 
was found to be “ completely 
without credible foundations." 
3. Temporarily abandoning 
the ship's whale boat at night 


to pursue 
three unidentified 
junks, 
which he later towed 
back to the area where 
the 
whale boat had been left. Con­ 
cluded Admiral Baumberger: 
“Since the mission of Vance 
included 
pursuit and search 
of 
unidentified craft 
in Its 
area, the evidence of record 
does not indicate that Vance's 
departure from Its whale boat 
in this instance 
was 
im­ 
proper." 


4. Giving canned milk, fruit 
juices, and bread 
out of the 
ship's stores to hungry refu­ 
gees and declaring candy “un­ 
fit for use" in order to dis­ 
tribute it among the children. 
Declared Admiral Baumberger: 
“ While 
surveying the candy 
as *unfit for use* was 
im­ 
proper, 
the 
insistence 
by 
Lieutenant Commander Arn­ 
heiter that food and candy be 
provided 
under the 
circum­ 
stances was justified and should 
not be made the subject 
of 
censure." 
5. Arnheiter violated 
navy 
rules by bringing liquor on 
board ship in the form of sher­ 
ry that was poured over various 
desserts and Christmas eggnog 
that was "obviously spiked." 
The 
investigation 
found that, 
other than the 
spiked egg­ 
nog, no alcohol 
was brought 
aboard 
for 
beverage pur­ 
poses and that the use of sher­ 
ry on 
gourmet dishes "up­ 
graded the etiquette and tastes 
of the wardroom officers.” 
6. 
Saving himself $1.85 by 
changing the accounting system 
for the officers' mess. Ad­ 
miral Baumberger found: "The 
circumstances 
described do 
not indicate that the command­ 
ing officer was motivated in 
this instance by a desire to 
save himself $1.85." 
7, Operating a “ boner box," 
into which officers were obliged 
to deposit 
25 cents for each 
minor 
infraction. Some $30 
was collected, will ch was used to 
buy cigars for the officers, in 
tills case, Bauml>erger agreed 
that the “ boner box" should 
have been discontinued lf it 
was resented by the officers. 
Baumberger 
acknowledged 


that 
Arnheiter ‘‘exhibited a 
lack of tact and good judgment 
in 
his 
attempt 
to achieve 
commendable goals" and that 
‘'many of his methods were 
not understood and, thus, not 
supported by some of his sub­ 
ordinates." 
The admiral recommended 
that 
Arnheiter not be 
re­ 
turned to the Vance but 
be 
given command of another des­ 
troyer “to provide an oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
reassessment 
of 
his abilities." However, two 
other admirals, Thomas 
S. 
King, Jr., commander (rf the 
cruiser destroyer 
Flotilla II 
and Donald G. Irvine, who me* 
ceeded 
King, had previously 
relieved Arnheiter 
un t h e 
ground 
that 
the allegations 
against him, lf true, would have 
impared the safety of his 
in combat. 
Since 
the navy first had to 
choose 
between 
supporting 
Arnheiter, a 
lieutenant eon* 
inander, or two admirals, the 
navy backed the admirals; and 
when 
Admiral 
Baumberger 
came along with his subsequent 
findings, 
which contradicted 
the other two admirals, he wee 
overruled. As the record now 
stands, Arnheiter was relieved 
for “ gross lack of good judg­ 
ment and lack ut ability 
to 
command 
and lead people."

Washington, D.C.: - If Jim­ 
my Hoffa ever changes the pen 
for a quill, he might dub his 
requiem for a labor leader 
“ Once Upon a M attress." He 
is skilled now at making bed­ 
ding. After a few days in the 
shoes section of Lewisburg's 
penitentiary, he was shifted to 
softer goods. 
But he 
whistles 
while he 
works. He's a model prisoner. 
He's doing his pushups and hold­ 
ing up far better than his for­ 
mer Teamsters national vice­ 
president and prison partner, 
Anthony (Tough Tony) Proven- 
zano, who is desperately ill af­ 
ter surgery and down to 144 
pounds. 
“ P ro" went in for 
extortion, though at the time 
he was the world's highest paid 
labor official (about $140,000 
annually). 
Hoffa is buoyed because he's 
convinced lie'll go free on or 
about May 8 — when he appears 
in the Chattanooga federal court 
on an evidentiary hearing for a 
new trial. 
Hoffu, it is reported, expects 
tile government to confess. 
There are 57 pages ut affi­ 
davits before Judge Frank Wil­ 
son's court contending that the 
government, in general — and 
Bob Kennedy's special Hoffa- 
desk chief, Walter Sheridan, in 
particular — bugged Hoffa with 
wiretaps and electronic gadge­ 
try. 
It is Holla's belief, after talk­ 
ing to two lawyers and his festi­ 
lly (there was also a tax spec- 
tails!), that Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark will order the 
Justice Dept. men to walk to the 
bench and admit illegally tap­ 
ping the Team sters' General 
President. 
This would force even the 
truly Olympian objectivity out 
of Judge Wilson — and a new 
trial would be ordered. 
Mr. 
d a rk has done just that in 
oilier cases. 
His tenure bes 
been one long series of retro­

confessions involving 
his predecessors. 
Should this not happen Hoffu 
would still whistle over his mat­ 
tresses or whatever other Pris­ 
on Industries' job slots into 
which his talents lead him. 
He reasons thus: 
The big push to free him will 
roil after the 1968 presidential 
election. 
He expects nation­ 
wide mass meetings to agitate 
for a presidential pardon but 
will settle for a commuted sen­ 
tence. 
At the moment he knows he's 
too hot to handle. It was tried. 
There was contact with the Jus­ 
tice Dept, and the Bureau ut 
Prisons iii an effort to shift 


him from the maximum secur­ 
ity' penitentiary at Lewisburg 
to a freer federal correction­ 
al institution such as the ones 
at Milan, Mich., or Danbury, 
Conn. 
There he would have 
found smaller dorms and "cot­ 
tage type" arrangements. 
He 
could have had many more vis­ 
itors and greater freedom - 
no walls, just fences. 
But no' one would touch the 
"contract." 
So it was decided to walt un­ 
til 1969 — not so long at that 
and certainly within ample time 
to retake the truck-drivers* 
marble mansion near the hill 
here. The Teamsters* next na­ 
tional convention -is not due un­ 
til 1971. 


Then the campaign would start 
in the echo ut the presidential 
election's last hurrah, no mat­ 
ter which party won. 
Of course, Hoffa wants a pres­ 
idential pardon. 
This would 
restore all the civil rights to 
him. 
Barring 
that, 
there 
would be mass meetings de­ 
manding his sentence lie com­ 
muted. 
By that time he will 
have been in prison, if he's not 
freed 
May 
8, almost two 
years — all on good behavior. 
Certainly he will have strung 
labor support. 
Certainly 
it 
will come from the AFL-CIO 
building 
and 
construction 
trades. The Teamsters may 
well be back into the motlier 
federation by that time. 
So 
tile drive would appear to be a 
demand by the nation's labor 
movement seeking 
his free­ 
dom. 
In retrospect all his con­ 
nections and convictions will 
appear obscure. 
It would be 
difficult for anyone to cry out 
for his imprisonment into tin 
next decade. 
During all this time, there­ 
fore, he would retain his tiold 
on 
the 
Teamsters. 
Frank 
“ Fitz" Fitzsimmons has come 
through the master freight con­ 
tract negotiations as a color­ 
less, but cool, 
steady,

Barbecue 
Time Arrives

K EN N ET T --The time has a r ­ 
rived for barbecuing 
spare - 
ribs, chicken or even 
fresh 
ham. Naturally you w ill select 
a quiet, non-stormy 
day 
and 
proper equipment for 
the oc­ 
casions. G rills selected from 
the inexpensive 
bracket 
or 
block constructed ones 
serve 
the purpose when only the meat 
is being prepared outside. In­ 
structions for making the above 
ground barbecue pit for family 
and large group sizes are ob­ 
tainable in your University E x ­ 
tension Center, folder No. 23 - 
Chicken Barbecue. 
Some of the sm aller 
equip­ 
ment necessary for doing satis­ 
factory 
cooking 
are 
basting 
mops 
or brushes, 
barbecue 
sauce containers, tongs, rub­ 
ber coated gloves, water con­ 
tainer, and rake or hoe. 
When the fuel is 
started In 
the 
g rill, use gravel, 
chat, 
sand, or foil in the bottom 
to 
protect it from fire. Low heat 
barbecues chicken well just as 
a low oven temperature roasts 
a fowl to be plump and juicy. 
A maximum height of the g rill 
usually puts the food in 
the 
range of low heat. Allow 1 1/4 
to 1 1/2 hours over low 
or 
moderate heat for a 2 or 2 1/2 
pound bird. If you do not have 
a spit, turn the chicken about 
every 
5 
minutes and 
baste. 
Baste each time the chicken is 
turned. Plan to refrain 
from 
using a fork in the roasted fowl. 
This causes a loss of flavor and 
juice. 
How to test the 
meat 
for 
doneness? Give the drumstick 
a twist; 
if it turns easily, the 
chicken is ready to serve. 
To make your 
sauce, mix 2 
1/2 cups 
vinegar, 
i/2 
cup 
water, 
1 1/2 sticks butter or 
m argarine, 2 tablespoons salt 
and 2 teaspoons black pepper for 
the beginning sauce. Baste with 
this mixture the first 50 to 60 
minutes. 
To prepare the finishing sauce, 
combine these ingredients: 1/4 
lb. butter, 1/2 onion or 
onion 
juice as directed, 1/2 
bottle 
prepared barbecue 
sauce, 
2 
tablespoons 
vinegar, 
1 
1/2 
tablespoons brown sugar, and 
1 1/2 
teaspoons 
W o rc e s te r­ 
shire sauce. 
Plan to bake the starchy ve­ 
getables on the g rill using foil. 
This may be corn on the cob, 
Irish and sweet potatoes, and 
serve a fruit salad or tossed 
one with your 
favorite 
bev­ 
erage.

KENNETT — The time has ar­

Dorman and an accomplice, 
Clyde Edward Law s, allegedly 
robbed a Wheaton, Md., super­ 
market of some $1,500 on the 
night of February 8, 1967 and 
while fleeing in a getaway car 
became involved in a gun battle 
with Montgomery County, Md., 
police 
officers 
who stopped 
them for questioning. During 
an exchange of shots, one offi­ 
cer was seriously wounded in 
die stomach and Dorman's ac­ 
complice was believed wounded 
in 
the thigh. The two alleged 
robbers 
later commandeered 
a car driven by a soldier, held 
him as hostage and drove 
to 
an amusement 
park 
where 
the soldier 
was released. His

was abandoned

Dorman 
reportedly arrived

WASHINGTON -- Ninety - two 
out of ninety - three million

for them 
properly. 
This does not mean that 
the 
same 1,000,000 wearers 
do 
everything right every 
day, 
according to the Guild of Pre­ 
scription Opticians of America, 
Inc. 
What it does mean is that pro­ 
bably no more than 1,000,000 
get through any one day without 
doing something wrong that has 
a bad effect on the glasses, or 
impairs the comfort the wearer 
has a right to expect from his 
glasses. 
Eyeglasses should be cleaned 
daily, the Guild said. Yet how 
many wearers do that. And the 
eyeglass case should be free of 
dirt and dust. 
Eyeglasses never 
should tie 
lifted off the face by one temple 
only. Use both hands to remove 
the spectacles; otherwise the 
alignment may be affected. 
The optician always cleans the 
glass with a liquid. He never 
rubs the dry lens with 
cloth 
or soft paper. This is doubly 
true with plastic lenses. 
Something else not to do is lay 
your glasses face down. This 
also could scratch the lenses. 
Nor should an eyeglass wearer 
let another person try 
them 
on. The risk is that the frame 
will be distorted, and an adjust­

Don't chew on the frame. Many 
people have a habit of removing 
their glasses and sticking the

For Spectacles 


WASHINGTON — Ninety - two

glasses don’t care

properly. 
This does not mean that the 
same 1,000,000 wearers 
do 
everything right every 
day, 
according to the Guild of Pre­ 
scription Opticians of America, 
Inc. 
What it does mean is that pro­ 
bably no more than 1,000,000 
get through any one day without 
doing something wrong that has 
a bad effect on the glasses, or 
Impairs the comfort the wearer 
has a right to expect from his 
glasses. 
Eyeglasses should be cleaned 
dally, the Guild said. Yet how 
many wearers do that. And the 
eyeglass case should be free of 
dirt and dust. 
Eyeglasses never 
should be 
lifted off the face by one temple 
only. Use both hands to remove 
the spectacles; otherwise the 
alignment may be affected. 
The optician always cleans the 
glass with a liquid. He never 
rubs the dry lens with cloth 
or soft paper. This is doubly 
true with plastic lenses. 
Something else not to do Is lay 
your glasses face down. This 
also could scratch the lenses. 
Nor should an eyeglass wearer 
let another person try 
them 
on. The risk Is that the frame 
will be distorted, and an adjust­ 
ment 
will be 
necessary to 
, realign them. 
Don't chew on the frame. Many 
people have a habit of removing 
their glasses and sticking the 
tip of the ear piece in their 
mouth. 
Most frames are plastic. Home 
experts who try to adjust them 
with hot water or over a hot 
flame may live to repent.
